• The closest cited art— U.S. Patents 4,250,911; 4,999,124; 6451,271; and Re. 33,861— fail to 
anticipate or render obvious, alone or in any proper combination, the limitation of claim 1 
requiring a controller that is adapted to control the operation of the basin discharge device 
such that water is discharged faster than water is supplied to the perforated bed by the spray 
nozzle — in combination with all the other elements of the water purification apparatus of 
claim 1, wherein the hopper includes a spray nozzle connected to the inlet port from the 
water re-circulation system and is adjacent the perforated bed; and a basin receiving water 
from the perforated bed includes a rinse nozzle also connected to the inlet port from the water 
re-circulation system and an outlet, and the discharge device.
